Why Change Is Urged 


The main arguments for substitut-

now not so good because there are 
months of 28; ?9, .30 and 31 dkys and 
each, year'a given1 date falls on a dif- 
ferent day of the week. Without the 
same number of weeks in a month a 
month cannot be divided into equal 
parts.

A dairy herd and dairy barn im- 


provement contest has been announc- 
ed for Hempstead county. Several im- 
portant state premiums will be offer- 
ed and it is expected that some local 
premiums may also be offered for 
Hempstead county. 


The contest is open to any dairy 


farmer in the county according to 
County Agent, Lynn Smith. The aim 
of the contest is. to improve dairy 
herds 
by increasing the amount of 


home grown feed of the proper qual- 
ity, to encourage the proper breed- 
ing methods, and to practice culling 
out of the "boarder" calves. Hairy 
barn improvement will be stressed by 
rearranging 
the 
barn 
equipment, 


building in new equipment for handl- 
ing milk, and By using proper sani- 
tary methods to insure milk of a 
better quality.
